Ours, perhaps, even more difficult 
task. their day they considered 
changes society rapid, what would 
they say the accelerated pace 
which social changes now! 

Fenton Turck, writing the 
Scientific Monthly, September, 1952, 
calls this “the age explosion.” Surely, 
alchemist old could have even 
foreseen what science and technology 
have done! Nor can ourselves foresee 
the potential these and other forces 
the now rapidly approaching so- 
called age automation— super 
technology! 

However, let remember that, great 
they may be, these new developments 


are not due external causes. Rather 
they are the result the creative ac- 
tivity human minds and wills not 
the mind the abstract but the 
mind and the will concrete personali- 
ties living definite social environ- 
ment and working within and through 
definite social structure.

She, the first 
president the American Home Eco- 
nomics Association, urges control 
the material things about and make 
the natural and social forces our 
bidding, order that may have 
time and energy make life beautiful, 
gracious, and worthwhile. sounds 
somewhat like St. Ignatius the use 
creature, does not? 


Modern 


Since the beginning time families 
have made adjustments. They will con- 
tinue all times. The Christian 
family the materialistic age faces 
continuous challenge. The members 
must repeatedly discriminate between 
what essential and what completely 
incompatible with their family stand- 
ards. This the dilemma the 
Catholic family. Father 
Thomas, S.J., article, “Functional 
Requisite” Social Order, April, 1955, 
states the problem clearly when says 
that the family, like every other in- 
stitutional system, has certain general 
organizational features which are re- 
quired for its continuation growing 
concern. Prevalent social means are 
frequently not compatible with the 
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Catholic definition functions. Pre- 
cisely because the Catholic family has 
distinctive goals, requires distinctive 
conditions for fulfillment. must meet 
competing value system and rapid 
change. Conflicts beset the American 
family, and threaten destroy 
time when experiencing the highest 
material standard living the his- 
tory man. Today have many 
housekeepers but not enough homemak- 
ers Christian homemakers. 


Guidance Needed 


Here give word warning 
teachers home economics. There 
one type family life ideal 
one “right way” doing things. 
Monsignor Montini refers this danger 
talk gave Pisa, Italy, Novem- 
ber, 1954. said that the discussion 
family problems must transcend mere 
defense traditional family values, 
and that, unless reconsider family 
standards terms new developments 
society, are wasting our time. 
Let see then what home economics 
should do. 

Education essentially the develop- 
ment response reality. can 
respond reality many different 
ways and many levels the lowest 
response requiring little educa- 
tion. But the deeper level response 
calls for education. The responses may 
the intellect, the will, the emo- 
tions. Education must concerned with 
all three. The intellectual response 
reality see the total picture. With- 
out God there totality. The Catho- 
lic knowing God, sees all things related 
Him, and consequently related 
each other. Home economics helps the 
pupil see the totality life and 
God His rightful place. helps 
make learning something personal and 
meaningful because helps interpret 
terms the pupil’s personal home, 
and family living. 


Teach Principles 


like think home economics 
terms principles, everlasting prin- 
ciples, not fact, not helpful hints, not 
mere techniques but principles which 
will help the pupils solve their prob- 
lems. physician, teacher, in- 
terior decorator, engineer must 
continually make decisions based 
principles. Likewise, mother father 
must guiding and teaching 
little ones, creating and maintaining 
happy family relationships, spend- 
ing the family income. reminded 
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our colleges who during the war taught 
parents principles child development. 
The request for this class increased 
such degree that was decided that 
Sister would teach number mothers 
who turn could take one two 
classes. That device failed. Parents 
were not satisfied with the mothers’ 
teaching. They wanted Sister because 
Sister taught principles— which they 
turn could apply their given situa- 
tions. Mothers, the other hand, 
taught what and how gave 
their experience and added, “This 
worked with Jean Frank.” Stu- 
dents must learn principles and must 
given opportunity apply these 
various ways that they will develop 
ease, confidence the application 
pertinent facts and concepts. They 
must learn make decisions and 
choices the light values that are 
important for personal and family well- 
being —in this life and eternity; 
they must learn degree competence 
essential homemaking skills; they 
must able envision long-time 
plans for personal and family living 
the various cycles family life, and 
realize what life can become the re- 
sources human, material, and super- 
natural available are used 
effectively. This realistic approach 
the totality life with God His 
rightful place. 


Face the Facts 


How realistic can be? How realis- 
tic should be? the recently pub- 
lished report the second study 
the alumnae the College St. 
Scholastica Duluth, Second Look 
the College St. Scholastica, Sep- 
tember, 1955, read that, out ten 
graduates from 1941-1955, seven are 
married, and quarter these con- 
tribute the family income. think 
will agree that are living 
situations where young couples depend 
more upon their ability do, and their 
health, than upon accumulated capi- 
tal, before marriage. Many our young 
women today face lives which are likely 
include educating for gainful em- 
ployment, marriage, and probable re- 
turn employment family responsi- 
bilities require permit. 

One out four young homemakers 
today working outside the home until 
the children come. recent article 
Esther Lloyd-Jones Teachers Col- 
lege Record, October, 1955, generali- 
zation made stating that the average 
homemaker today being educated 
until she 20-25; until she 


raises her children, and when the young- 
est starts school she gets job 
outside the home undertakes some 
worthy community parish cause and 
gives all her leisure it. For such 
person home economics give two-in- 
one preparation. Good management 
important every homemaker but be- 
comes doubly important the woman 
who must contribute the financial 
support the family. This means 
double job least eleven and 
half hour day. Our Holy Father calls 
done only when necessary. What the 
effect women themselves will 
hard tell. Right now statistics credit 


years longer life women than 


men. Will these findings remain true 
when women carry the responsibilities 
two careers? What will the effect 
the children, the husband, and family 
relationships? 


Family Patterns 


The usual pattern for the newly 
married she works will include 
saving time, short-cuts, packaged foods, 
and shopping once week with her 
husband who will share many the 
homemaking duties. Even she does 
not work outside hope that 
she will she should know short 
cuts and familiar with packaged 
goods and use them intelligently 
avoid some the unnecessary time 
pressures today’s living. 

The full-time homemaker and mother 
will have many unscheduled 
many unpredictable interruptions. 
she executive’s wife, she will have 
additional responsibilities. Much more 
expected and demanded her. Her 
clothes are especially important; her 
kitchen show place; her furnishings 
must the latest fashion. She must 
gourmet foods. She must join 
garden clubs; give and entertain teas 
and luncheons. 

Preparation and 
wholesome attitudes for the aging fam- 
ily should made early. they are 
not, adjustments may difficult, espe- 
cially for the mother whose whole career 
has been homemaking, whose every 
waking moment has been devoted 
her family and who now finds herself, 
all sudden seems, with the 
children grown up, married, and raising 
families their own. Every couple 
prepare, while they are young spend 
their declining years intelligently and 
usefully.

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Personnel Program for Laymen 


hardly necessary point out the 
rapid increase that has taken place en- 
rollment our private and parochial high 
schools the United States during the 
past few years. Surveys indicate that the 
peak for high school enrollment will 
reached 1960.1 that time, according 
Dr. Fleege the National Catholic 
Educational Association, enrollment our 
elementary schools will about 3,600,000. 
The observation made that, that 
time, shall need approximately 44,000 
additional religious teachers besides those 
necessary replace losses from retirement, 
death, etc. 

Most diocesan and parochial high schools 
have turned the Catholic lay teacher 
take the slack filling the demands 
for more teachers. the present time 
there are lay teachers (men and 
women) employed the high schools 
the Archdiocese Milwaukee. More will 
have added the near future 
expanding pupil population tends ex- 
haust the comparatively small reserve 
religious teachers. Bishops have attempted 
relieve the situation some places 
assigning members the secular clergy 
teaching positions (either part full 
time) our Catholic high schools. 
many cases this has meant time taken from 
normal parish activities. 


Lay Teachers Desirable 

Since the lay teacher going 
actively engaged our Catholic high 
schools for many years come, 
important that those charge admin- 
istration all levels take good look 
the situation and try bring the future 
picture into proper focus. Until recently 
have regarded the lay teacher 
“substitute” teacher. has been nega- 
tive factor. Obviously have ask 
ourselves soon later whether the lay 
teacher should remain part the edu- 
cational system desirable and wanted 
“new category” whether shall con- 
tinue look upon his employment 
emergency measure discontinued 
when religious personnel available.

From the point view the nature 
and mission our Catholic secondary 
school well the psychological effect 
upon the individual lay teacher cer- 
tainly advisable maintain 
number lay personnel the staff when- 
ever possible. And this usually will mean 
whenever financially possible. phase 
the lay apostolate through which 
great deal good can done for boys 
and girls high school age. Students 
expect very definite standard “good- 
ness” religious and priests. The spirit 
sacrifice, generosity, and general “good- 
ness” our Catholic lay teachers 
tremendous force for good. can 
great deal offset some the typical 
“everyone does it” type talk that high 
school students hear, even from older peo- 
ple including their parents. 

There definite place for lay teachers 
some departments the high school 
where the job can done more efficiently 
lay person than priest reli- 
gious. Such positions athletic coaches, 
dramatic coaches, director athletics, 
business manager, and others are often 
more suited the temperaments lay 
people than that priests religious. 

Laymen and women faculty com- 
posed primarily religious have tend- 
ency broaden the faculty and make 
less provincial. Their proper place should 
recognized here and appreciated. 


Planning for Lay Teachers 

The first step improving the relations 
the Catholic lay teacher with parochial 
school administration should the drawing 
adequate lay personnel program 
meet the needs the school while 
the same time making the position the 
lay teacher secure scale with pre- 
determined minimum and maximum salary 
and yearly increment; some provision for 
teacher retirement plan; definite offer 
tenure and security and adequate com- 
pensation for extracurricular work. Each 
these requirements will offer certain 


obstacles personnel program for lay 
teachers. Probably the most serious that 
establishing adequate salary scale. 
But with proper planning and apprecia- 
tion for the need such program, the 
problems are not insurmountable. 

The difficulty securing and keeping 
good teachers Catholic diocesan 
parochial school system evident. Poor 
salary inducements alone account for most 
our failure secure good teachers and 
hold them. Lack security their 
position makes necessary for them 
consider their position only “part time” 
work, There great danger here that, 
result poor salary inducements, the 
accumulative effect much poor teaching 
may disastrous. prize our prestige 
and academic leadership too highly al- 
low this happen. However, long 
have “stop-gap” policy and con- 
sider the lay teacher “temporary 
replacement” cannot obtain and hold 
good lay teachers. 

The seeming inability some adminis- 
trative officers fit the lay teacher into 
the planning and administration the 
school, presents another difficulty 
adequate personnel program for laymen 
and the proper integrating the lay 
teacher into the faculty. Some priests and 
religious have developed 
block toward lay teachers which leads 
them affect pontifical attitude toward 
these teachers. shows itself their 
inability appreciate the work the 
lay teacher take his opinions 
policy seriously even consider him 
professional teacher. 


Finding the Money 


Let consider the first the problems 
mentioned above, namely salary. Can the 
Catholic schools pay the equivalent the 
public school salary? The answer most 
cases no. But certainly can approach 
the public school salary scale. Admittedly 
something will have suffer. may mean 
that the budget will have tightened 
some other departments the school. 
may mean the curtailing some activ- 
ities considered very important the 
running the school. The new band uni- 
forms may have wait; the yearbook 
may have some other not-so- 
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essential work may have suffer from 
want money. But are any these more 
important than good teaching? Isn’t 
possible that the necessity eliminating 
some these activities, the trimming 
the budget other departments may 

The Archdiocese Milwaukee under 
the leadership Msgr. Edmund Goebel, 
superintendent schools, has set 
salary scale for lay teachers and coaches 
with minimum salary for A.B. degree 
beginning $3,000 and maximum 
with annual increment $150 
year for period The com- 
parable public school scale for the Mil- 
waukee public school system starting 
salary $3,327 with maximum $5,227. 
The yearly increment Apparently 
there sufficient agreement here that 
the added inducement better teaching 
conditions, easier teaching load, and the 
desire teach and lead our Catholic youth, 
can and attract good teachers. Here 
again the type teacher accepting such 
salary important. Usually she 
loves teaching but for the teacher 
Catholic school more than teaching. 
souls for Christ truly apostolic 
spirit. 

Additional compensation for extracur- 
ricular activities including coaching 
major and minor sports offered both 
the public schools Milwaukee and the 
Milwaukee Archdiocese. The following 
parallel listing these activities and the 
compensation offered:

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perintendent’s office, hiring and dismissal 
teachers, coaches, and other lay personnel 
done the principal the individual 
school subject the final approval the 
superintendent. The responsibility, there- 
fore for good teaching the schools for 
lay religious teachers rests, should, 
with the principal. This policy has resulted 
closer supervision lay teaching per- 
sonnel and, think, better teaching. 
Contracts are usually yearly basis, 
renewed April May the school 
year which the contract expires. Salaries 
are estimated 10-month basis. 

the lay teacher have feeling 
security and belonging the Catholic 
school system, some type teacher re- 
tirement plan must made available 
him. 

The Archdiocese Milwaukee has in- 
stituted retirement plan for lay teachers 
which is, far know, the first its 
kind for Catholic lay teachers the United 
States. The following taken from the 
Bulletin the office the superin- 
tendent 

Retirement and Security for Lay Teachers. 
hope keep our lay teachers, will 
necessary provide them with security 
the job offering them retirement plan. 
forced employ new teachers year 
after year because the lack security 
will make increasingly difficult staff our 
schools. The employment lay teachers 
longer incidental. The steadily increasing 
school population, the desire parents 
place their children Catholic schools, and 
the shortage religious teachers will neces- 
sitate the engagement lay teachers grow- 
ing numbers for many years come. 
assure ourselves adequate staffs meet these 
increases, efforts should made renew 
present teaching contracts (if the teachers are 
satisfactory) and give stability our 
individual school faculties. Though not all 
plan, should made available all 
the beginning this new semester. The plan, 
however, voluntary and teachers may 
satisfied with their present Social Security 
deductions. Under the retirement plan, the 
parish school will pay one half the pre- 
mium and the teacher the other half. our 
sincere hope that principals and pastors will 
see fit offer these benefits their lay 
teachers and provide them with security 
their teaching profession. 

Health Insurance. effort further 
secure the teachers the job, health insur- 
ance recommended, such the Blue Cross. 
would added inducement for those 
employed remain our schools. Perhaps 
the Home and School another parish society 
would pay the premium. that event, 
suggest that the religious teachers 
cluded the health program. 

practice this plan based upon either 
$5,000 $10,000 policy paralleling life 
insurance policy. Half the yearly pre- 
mium paid the lay teacher and half

the school. For example High School 
the following amounts are due annually 
policy $5,000. (The school em- 
ploys four laymen): $546.20; 
$477.75; $184.58; $227.85; Total 
$1,436.38. Half this amount paid 
semiannual basis the school and 
the other half the teacher through 
monthly deductions from 
salary. Varying amounts the premiums 
listed above are due the ages the 
lay people taking the policy. 


Finding the Teachers 

The following are few basic ideas for 
the hiring and direction the new lay 
teacher. 

The hiring the lay teacher the 
responsibility the principal who will 
seek the advice and counsel other 
personnel sees fit, particularly 
those who are the department for which 
the new teacher sought. 

The first step secure number 
likely candidates (three four possible) 
from which the best qualified can 
chosen. wrong assume that the 
number those seeking employment 
small that the first applicant must 
put under contract immediately. 

The same avenues that are used 
public and private schools for finding 
prospective teachers are available the 
Catholic school principal. Such, for ex- 
ample, are his colleagues, professors 
others who may able recommend 
someone available for employment, teach- 
er-training institutions, the state depart- 
ment education teacher placement 
bureau, commercial agencies, unsolicited 
applications. desirable but not im- 
perative that the lay teacher Catholic. 

Since many dioceses the Catholic 
superintendent schools and the diocesan 
office education have readily available 
information that will prove invaluable, 
these should always consulted. These 
may well serve clearinghouse and 
employment bureau for lay teachers. 

Having secured number candidates, 
the principal seeks the best qualified 
examining the candidates according the 
following criteria: Does candidate have: 
adequate physical stamina, emotional sta- 
bility, social competence, academic com- 
petence, educational leadership, broad 
cultural interest, sufficient skill oral and 
written expression, knowledge the 
basic Catholic philosophy education, 
realization that teaching Catholic 
school may entail certain sacrifices, e.g..

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the selection his teachers, than the 
ordinary public school superintendent 
school board, and because the special 
nature the position, the principal will 
well concentrate attention the 
personal interview with the candidate.

Other data should not, however, 
neglected. The new teacher should asked 
provide his college record, records 
previous experience, recent health certi- 
ficate, and suitable recommendations. 


Getting Acquainted 

the basis the personal interview 
the other data, the principal should 
able choose the best qualified candi- 
date. Having chosen his new teacher, the 
next step orientate him the school. 
Because this will frequently the first 
full time assignment for the lay teacher, 
least Catholic school, this operation 
calls for kindness, diligence, and tact, not 
only the part the principal, but 
also the part the faculty and other 
school personnel. 

The principal will advise the new teacher 
his selection, either personally 
letter, and arrange for the signing his 
contract. personally, may well follow 
with letter, official, yet friendly, wel- 
coming the new teacher the school. 
soon possible meeting should 
arranged which the new teacher can 
see for himself the place where will 
working and become better acquainted 
with his new duties. important that 
meet the other members the faculty, 
especially the preliminary faculty meet- 
ing. These should advised ahead 
time the coming the new teacher 
that they will also give him courteous, 
friendly reception. should made 
feel welcome the school before the 
opening date school that has 
time roam around get acquainted 
with his new surroundings, and opportunity 
put his things and his classroom 
order. the beginning the term care 
should taken that has the supplies 
needs for his work. well have 
one the veteran faculty act 
“Big for the first few weeks. 


The Needs 

unfair think that the lay teacher 
interested only the periodic pay 
check. seeks, among other values, those 
morale, prestige, and moral tenure. 

Recognition human need. the 
teaching profession even more neces- 
sary than other walks life and 
the lay teacher, absolutely necessary 
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This recognition given thousand 
ways showing the lay teacher that 
unwanted appendage but integral 
part the faculty who every sense, 
“on the team” and has voice all 
school matters and the determining 
school policies. 

important the students because 
some ways they will feel closer him 
than one wearing religious garb. Because 
layman, his views will carry more 
weight than those the religious who 
“has say that.” His example will 
more imitated. Not spite of, 
cause layman can have great 
influence the individual student and 
the student body. 

important the other members 
the faculty, again because lay- 
man. close contact with the world 
and can give balance the faculty. There 
are things, e.g., home conditions, which 
can understand better than the religious 
and his opinion should sought and 
meetings. 

important the parents because 
his presence the faculty, his presence 
home and school meetings, his gentle 
but firm helpfulness and guidance strength- 
ens the bond between home and school. 

important the community and 
important liaison officer between 
Catholic school and community. can 
often things more effectively than the 
religious and sometimes things that 
the religious cannot do. Such might 
representing the school secular com- 
mittee meetings panels, representing 
the school the Children’s Court, attend- 
ing teachers’ conventions, and the like. 
Laymen can good will ambassadors for 
the Catholic school and the Catholic 
Church and help show others, especially 
other teachers, the democratic place 
Catholic education our democracy. 

For the lay teacher truly effective, 
must enjoy the prestige that right- 
fully his. Thus himself will have the 
necessary calm, poise, and self-confidence 
that will help him good teacher. 
This prestige must recognized the 
faculty, who make him feel that really 
belongs. should share much 
possible the problems, the hopes, the 
plans, the joys, the failures and disappoint- 
ments that are part each school day. 
all his endeavors should receive the 
necessary backing, encouragement, and co- 
operation. This prestige must come from 
the parents who have confidence his 
ability and trust his judgment. This 


prestige must come from the community, 
who recognize him the trusted repre- 
sentative honorable institution 
the community. 

While might difficult offer the 
lay teacher legal tenure found 
many public school systems, possible 
and advisable offer what might call, 
moral tenure. This simply means making 
him feel that are happy have him 
the program and will have place for 
job. other words, may call job 
security. can feel this security because 
there simply chance filling all 
the teaching positions with religious 
the foreseeable future. Besides this 
feel that offers his own special con- 
tribution the program which religious 
would not offer. 

offered little honoraria, im- 
portant making him feel his im- 
portance the staff. Such might re- 
ceiving his lunch gratis, Christmas gift, 
public recognition his service, select- 
ing him some task which 
privilege rather than burden. 

freely consulted about plans for 
the future, especially regards those 
things which will directly in- 
volved. This the same saying 
him, “We are counting your help 
carrying out these plans.” 

word might order about academic 
freedom and the lay teacher. Actually 
involves problem. proper care has 
been used the selection the teacher, 
there need fear his abusing his 
freedom and so, facto, will enjoy 
just much, not more freedom than 
teacher the public schools. 

secular branches can encour- 
aged fair, open minded, and tolerant, 
fairly treating all aspects question. 
While will not teaching religion 
subject, unless especially pre- 
pared so, his lay approach ques- 
tions that have religious significance 
well his integration religion into the 
secular branches will have distinct flavor 
because not religious, and for this 
reason, will have greater impact the 
student. 

Finally the in-service training program 
the lay teacher will enrich his life, 
helped and encouraged grow with his 
job, through conferences, faculty meetings, 
study, and the strong yet subtle influence 
Christian charity, emanating from the 
invisible presence Christ, the Great 
Teacher, the chapel.

weekly television program beamed over 
Cleveland’s first station, WEWS, show- 
ing thousands viewers what goes 
inside the Catholic schools and represent- 
ing some way some 112,000 students 
the diocese. June, 1956, the 144th 
program was telecast bringing the cam- 
eras some 2500 teachers and students since 
the series was inaugurated 1952. WEWS 
weekly donates its time and facilities. 
the schools had pay for that time, the 
bill this past school year would have been 
more than $10,000. 


Movies for 

showmanship must injected even 
into educational programs, more movies 
were produced this school year than previ- 
ously. All were produced locally without 
the aid professional cameraman and 
with little equipment. The experiences in- 
volved form interesting by-chapter 
the series. Already last September the 
camera started grind Wooster, Ohio, 
with the documentary, “First Grade 
Rookies Get Acquainted with School.” Sis- 
ter helped plan the movie sequences step 
step show how first graders get 
acquainted with the principal’s office, the 
clinic, the church, the playground, and their 
own classroom. 

Safety was another September topic. The 
Sister directing patrol boys thought that 
movie would illustrate the bike problem 
and the school’s solution. Patrol boys, 
bikes, students, and traffic guard pictorial- 
ized the problem film. 

Thanksgiving cheer with the glee club 
girls’ high school provided singular 
challenge. The Sister director wanted film 
effects for the spirited singing “Grand- 
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ma’s Thanksgiving.” The effects included 
family riding old-fashioned sleigh 
through the woods. November, 1955, 
snow was not for the asking, settled 
the following procedure. nostalgic 
farm nestled miles away sleigh was 
found without snow, without horse. Now 
sleighs are made for snow horses 
for sleighs. With the two missing it’s al- 
most strikeout. Yet the show must on. 
The sleigh bygone days was placed 
truck, the family bundled was placed 
the sleigh, and the truck rolled down 
the road while the movie camera focused 
the sleigh and the passing trees. The 
father realistically clapped his hands 
keep warm although was actually per- 
spiring this warmest day November. 
add action, snowballs came whizzing 
the camera (cotton snowballs). 

About week later did snow 
Akron, miles away, and the movie camera 
shot picturesque scenes snow and land- 
scape from the window moving car. 
Then the snow scenes were spliced 
dubbed after the sleigh scenes. And 
while the glee club sang, “Through 
the woods Grandmother’s house go” 
the film showed family happily gliding 
through the snow sleigh. The program 
stressed the three Christian social virtues 
charity, justice, and patriotism. 
might add that the show also stressed re- 
sourcefulness. 

school Medina they have 
unique setup which parents volunteer 
aid the faculty the work the 
school. The principal was given the as- 
signment showing this October 
under the topic School Administration. 
Once more the movie camera was brought 
the school peering over mothers’ shoul- 
ders working the office, the library, 
and the playground. 


Lives Religious Teachers 
Few people, believe, have had the 
opportunity looking behind the scenes 
watch our “Religious Men Teachers 


Action,” praying, playing, working, study- 
ing, and for the youth 
today. This formed the theme the 
Vocation program December. Hours 
were spent filming movie scenes the 
seven schools the diocese conducted 
four religious teaching communities 
men: The Benedictines, Congregation 
Holy Cross, the Jesuits, and the Marian- 
ists. The camera focused Brothers 
playing basketball, recreation, eating, 
cooking, teaching, guiding, studying, and 
even cutting hair.

The 
Christian Foundation naturaliy forms the 
major part the curriculum and the 
Specialized Learnings vary according 
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community needs and resources. How- 
ever, all subjects and activities must have 
the common ultimate goal the integrated 
personality. The whole life the student 
directed toward the single aim Christ- 
like living. This singleness aim must 
unify all the means employed. The sub- 
jects, the activities, the various admin- 
istrative devices have their usual primary 
functions but addition all have func- 
tion relation the ultimate purpose 
the whole curriculum. They must help 
the student grow Christian social 
living. 

Provision made this integrated 
curriculum for situations which the 
student can practice what has learned. 
bridges the gap between his actions 
and his beliefs. endeavors develop 
the student understanding his 
relationship God and the Church, 
his fellow man, nature, and himself. 
tries form him correct attitudes 
and appreciations, and lead him ac- 
quire the right habits and necessary skills 
meet Christian manner these basic 
relationships. 


Education for Living 


our present educational system this 
integration difficult achieve. Over- 
departmentalization our high schools 
does not make for unity purpose. 
aim for credits rather than for 
integrated individual who can take his 
place society and contribute his share 
its betterment. fail consider 
the student’s total personality whole 
man. There carry-over from what 
learned the classroom what done 
outside it. 

order achieve our purpose and 
remedy this situation, must give our 
students clear Christian 
social living should practiced 
every area human life. They must learn 
These relationships are not met the 
abstract but daily situations home, 
school, the parish, the community, 
work, and play. The social thought 
the Catholic Church the foundation 
upon which these learning situations are 
drawn up. 

consequence the unitary nature 
man’s personality, must provide for 
all aspects development. This means 
provision for continued growth toward 
economic competency, 
social virtue, cultural development, and 
moral and spiritual perfection Christ. 
The foundation for these outcomes was 
laid the elementary curriculum. For the 
harmonious development all the powers, 
our Christian heritage was analyzed 
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determine which fields learning should 
part the Christian Foundation. These 
were selected: religion, social studies, Eng- 
lish language arts, art and the crafts, music, 
science, mathematics, physical education, 
and home arts. Specialized learnings in- 
clude language arts, both English and 
foreign; vocational arts, and more special- 
ized aspects science, mathematics, art 
and crafts, and music. 


Subjects Analyzed 

Further analyses the part the 
committee determined the particular func- 
tion each subject field and the possible 
contribution each the various as- 
pects human development. what 
way can help clarify for the student 
his relationship God and the Church, 
his neighbor, nature, and him- 
self? What can contribute Christian 
social living the six areas chosen 
depict human life? These were some 
the questions asked. Thus, for example, 
religion, science, literature, music, art, 
mathematics, and social studies are all 
rich content strengthen, beautify, 
and Christianize family life.

the subject matter taught 
specific year, the committee was guided 
the psychological characteristics which 
predominate during the various stages 
adolescence. According the best psy- 
chologists the needs the 
order their natural development are: 
finding love and security, forming philos- 
ophy life, finding their place the 
divine plan, and achieving independence. 
meet these needs the themes chosen 
for the four years are: orientation, judg- 
ment, responsibility, and initiative. 


High School Objectives 

The freshman high school needs 
orientated his new school, new sub- 
jects, unfamiliar administrative practices, 
and several teachers. The critical year 
which follows finds the student advancing 
quickly through his adolescent stage and 
forming more less permanent philos- 
ophy life. the threshold adult 
life his third year, can look back 
upon the most difficult problems adoles- 


cence. now eager assume respon- 
sibility and follow what seems 
his path life. Finally, during the last 
year, the student having made his choice 
values and probably also definite 
vocation, preparing step from high 
school into college, marriage, the occu- 
pational world and there exert Christian 
leadership. During this year must 
brought close social organizations, aided 
making his final decisions, and given 
opportunity show initiative and 
leadership.

ject field the committee member followed 
very definite plan. the introduction 
formulated general statement about its 
place the program, stated the outcomes 
achieved, and point view about 
teaching it. stated its relation growth 
Christian social living for the perfection 
the individual the areas physical 
fitness, economic competency, social vir- 
tue, cultural development, and moral and 
spiritual perfection Christ. clarified 
its relationships and the Church, 
neighbor, nature, and self.

All this followed 
the determined psychological themes. 
Finally, makes evaluation his 
work.

The Teacher’s Contribution 
Mental Health 


successful mental health program, like 
all other phases the educational program 
must combine the efforts both home 
and school. This co-operation im- 
portant that school systems all parts 
the world recognize the need. This 
the primary reason for the existence 
all parent-teacher, home-school as- 
sociations. great extent, the mental 
health children will commensurate 
with the degree which parents and 
teachers co-operate the program 
Christian child training. And accomplish 
this, parents and teachers must understand 
each other, the aims the school, and 
the means used the school achieve 
the ultimate goal education. 


How the Teacher Can 

How can you, the teacher, better the 
mental health your pupils? Let’s make 
this personal examination conscience. 
the Catholic way life it’s the in- 
dividual who counts; it’s the relationship 
the individual’s union with God. There 
are certain deeds cannot give others 
for us, and this mental health 
program the individual teacher one 
them! 

Two the speeches given New 
York Archdiocesan Teachers’ 
mentioned what certainly the keynote 
Catholic education, better still, the 
soul our educational system. This might 
the answer all our queries about 
our children—and our education; this 
the underlying current which vivifies 
the Christian Curriculum. “No one gives 
what does not have.” Bishop Perricone 
told the assembly. “Religious must 
fire they are give light and heat.” 
would teach Christian prin- 
ciples they must them; they must 
live them community life and practice 
them each other. We, the teachers, 
must convinced would convince 
others; we, ourselves, must possess mental 
health would promote for our 
children. must well balanced 
all our relationships would teach 
living others. must have 
others; must happy would 
make children happy. our children are 
like school, then must like first. 
teacher cannot victim frustration 
and neurosis she would free her children 
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from them. convinced this, dear 
teachers, one gives what does not 
have. your mental health program must 
start with you. 

Just home and school must work 
together and understand each other, 
the teacher, especially the religious teacher, 
must understand herself, the aims the 
school, and the parts played the prin- 
cipal and the other members the faculty. 

every school there must spirit 
co-operation what called “morale.” 
Good teacher morale essential good 
mental health. attain spirit, 
teachers and principal must 
common understandings the school’s 
objectives, acceptance the differences 
among faculty members, co-operation, re- 
spect and trust each other, and 
atmosphere democratic handling 
school problems. 

What else can the teacher improve 
the mental health her pupils? Since 
consider mental health balanced 
attitude toward the basic relationships 
life let see how exemplify what 
are teaching. must ourselves 
first. Children are great imitators 
will not convince them Christian 
principles their relationships are 
not convinced the point good ex- 
ample! Again referring Bishop Perricone 
the Teachers Institute, His Excellency 
begged the religious there assembled never 
let their activities take the place 
their spiritual primary rela- 
tionship the teacher God. 

What about relationship other people? 
preach against race prejudice, teach 
the dignity the individual, then fail 
follow our own teaching? en- 
courage the children antipathies toward 
certain races nationalities? show 
favoritism class, cater the elite, 
the attractive, the intelligent? 


the Classroom 
The most tangible ways which the 
improve mental. health 


situation are her classroom. occasion 
the parents have blamed the teacher 
the school for the particular mental dis- 
turbance the child. Teachers have been 
accused giving the child complex. 
Sometimes these accusations are justifiable. 
child will not have healthy outlook 
continuously failing, seldom never has 
the feeling successful accomplishment, 
will not happy. You the teacher 
can prevent such feeling frustration 
by: 
Making certain that the child has 
physical handicap that preventing 
optimum learning, such faulty vision 
defective hearing. sure that 
emotional adjustment home problem 
responsible for his failure. 

Group children according their 
ability the skill subjects, especially 
the lower grades, and give assignments 
accordance with ability. 

source frustration and misunderstanding 
both parents and children. Homework 
should not lengthy, should 
what has already been taught the 
teacher, and should within the ability 
range the child. 

Meet with the parents “problem 
child” and work together with them. 

Within the classroom 
personality influences the mental attitude 
her pupils. domineering and critical 
attitude the part the teacher may 
have harmful effects. teacher too 
didactic, pupil co-operation will 
ened. School two-sided affair, requiring 
pupil well teacher participation. 
Especially for today’s children must there 
action, projects, group work, and inter- 
action teacher with pupil 
with each other. Too often the only one 
who gets chance talk, walk, write 
the board—or leave the room 
the teacher! Where the recognition 
the child’s dignity, the heart 
Christian social living teaching children 
“to the truth charity’? Where 
the teacher touches the happy medium, not 
too critical, not too tense, not too domi- 
neering, but the same time controlling 


the class guiding way, pupils will 


learn participate more freely, 
happy their work, and have better 
attitudes toward the relationships involved. 
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alert teacher quick see the 
formation cliques her classroom 
the schoolyard. Tensions and hostilities 
between individuals groups should 
prevented before they result anti-social, 
bitter, antagonistic personalities. too, 
should the teacher strive promote co- 
operation rather than competition which 
results often encouraging inferiority 
complex one child and superiority 
another. 

Overemphasis examination and 
test marks, well report card marks 
can also cause mental disturbance. few 
rules concerning this point will help 
avoid such disaster: 

must remember, and repeat 
parents that these marks 
endeavor are only part the picture 
the child. Character training more im- 
portant; the purpose for which our 
school exists. 

Teachers must keep mind, and 
remind the parents, that two children 
are alike. child should compared 
another within outside the family. 
must judged and marked according 
his ability. 

Teachers must mark fairly and ob- 
not what teacher thinks 
the child should get, but what really 
earns. His behavior should not influence 
the teacher mark him down. 

The marking system should ex- 
plained the parents and the pupils 
that they may realize the justice 
the procedure and feel satisfaction some 
measure. 

should ignore any physical, racial, en- 
vironmental differences which may tend 
make child feel different from others 
the class. The teacher should try 
impress upon her class that the strange 
different customs, languages, manners, 
habits are not funny. 

10. Effective guidance essential the 
well-being all children, but 
paramount importance the child who 
presents problem, either scholastically 
emotionally. teacher, guide prop- 
erly, must know something about the back- 
ground the child. She must try discreetly 
know the child, his character, and 
temperament, observing him the 
classroom, the schoolyard, and free 
moments. win the confidence her 
pupils teacher must approachable, 
kind, and understanding. Never deceive 
child his ability; help him realize 
his talents his limitations, and aim 
something within his reach. 

Last but not least, there one factor 
has caused more mental disturbance 
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than realize, for the pupil well 
for the teacher and the parent. Home- 
school co-operation “must” for health- 
ful school living. Where parents leave all 
for the school and the teachers 
leave all for the parents, little can 
accomplished for the good the child. 
Where there misunderstanding and fric- 
tion between the parent and the teacher, 
the child suffers! the middle. 
This what causes his neurosis! 

mentioned before that the Parent- 
Teacher organization exists primarily 
bring about better understanding between 
the parent and teacher. this the so- 
ciety must functional; must more 
than money-making concern. 
tional organization will provide opportu- 
nities for parents understand: (1) our 
Catholic philosophy education; (2) 
school policies, such homework, pro- 
motion, retardation, absence, truancy, and 
extracurricular activities; (3) report cards 
and the marking system. organization, 
functional, depends only the 
parents, but the teachers well. 


must guide the parents study these 
questions, interested school im- 
provements. must participate moder- 
ately their activities.

Special Education

Teacher training the areas special 
education has existed our country since 
1904. The early programs offered only 
sporadic courses and made attempt 
organize curriculum. Today, general, 
such training geared toward specially 
planned work four areas: (1) general 
cultural background preparation; (2) pro- 
fessional preparation education; (3) pro- 
fessional preparation relating the total 
area special education for exceptional 
children; (4) professional preparation 
specialized area exceptional children.

exceptional children should have experience 
teaching normal children.

‘One the greatest obstacles success 
the assembly program has been lack 
adequate planning and organization. 
the assembly part the edu- 
cational the school, must 
planned, far advance, integral 
part the school curriculum. The suc- 
cessful organization and operation the 
plan necessitate democratic participation 
students, teachers, and principal. 
must remembered that introducing 
and organizing any new program the 
school, any educational policies, the 
most gratifying results are obtained 
through the democratic approach. 

There single pattern for planning 
the year’s assemblies. few schools 
the responsibility still rests upon the 
shoulders the principal; however, 
seems that today most schools have 
adopted the democratic approach 
teacher-student planning and producing. 
One excellent method through the work- 
shop, summoned the principal few 
days prior the opening school. Here 
faculty members can 
and practices pertinent the organization 
suitable schedule. Among these prin- 
ciples and practices may include: (1) 
the purposes aims assembly pro- 
grams; (2) the values such programs 
the school and the students; (3) selected 
policies and practices relative as- 
semblies; and (4) suggestions for com- 
mittee the school that will handle this 
phase school life efficiently. 


Practical Plan 

One economical plan that has accom- 
plished excellent results some schools, 
and with some modifications fits well 
other schools, the assembly committee 
plan: This plan calls for teacher-student 
co-operation. The committee made 
the principal, and two faculty members, 
usually the music and the dramatic 
teachers, since their fields are represented 
nearly all the programs. addition, 
six more students, preferably upper- 
classmen, may added complete the 
committee. The main reason for including 
these students that they represent the 
student body and their contacts with the 
students will value planning the 
schedule.

Able 
direction the program, headed the 
director, will guarantee careful planning, 
co-ordination, student-teacher participation, 
economy, and educational values. ne- 
cessity, the committee must conduct meet- 
ings regularly, and all times 
close contact with the principal, that 
its activities articulate with the master 
schedule and with other school activities 

more specific responsibility the 
committee, school that initiating 
this type activity, will educate 
the school the purposes, principles, and 
fundamentals assembly programs. This 
can accomplished means edu- 
cational campaigns, school publications, 
handbooks for students, and the school 
paper. Making posters and posting news 
items the bulletin boards the cor- 
ridors and classrooms are other methods 
presenting the school the new concep- 
tions the assembly program. 

The major responsibility the assembly 
committee will the making the 
assembly calendar for the year. The com- 
mittee should not assume complete respon- 
sibility for the individual programs, but 
should assign responsibility the various 
clubs, and departments func- 
tioning the school. 


Work the Committee 


the beginning each semester, the 
assembly committee should meet with the 
chairmen all the school organizations. 
The procedure for requesting assembly 
time and other details presentation are 
discussed with the respective representa- 
tives. this way, the assembly committee 
able pave the way for planning 
the entire program for the semester, 
that the members each school unit 
have definite idea what expected 
them should they desire schedule 
program during the year. 

The first regular assembly committee 
meeting the semester usually devoted 
outlining the major events the coming 
term. These items may include orientation 
programs, memorial commemorative ac- 
tivities, athletic events, forums, demon- 
programs, and extension 
programs which are more less predeter- 
mined. Each member the committee 
provided with calendar which 
notes these and subsequent dates de- 
termined regular meetings. Preliminary 
this meeting, blanks are distributed 
all teacher-sponsors who may planning 
some event during the semester which 
should receive immediate attention for 
place the The blank should 
contain place for the date, name 
organization (club class), room number, 
teacher charge, type program, time 
desired (in minutes), 
needed, and teacher-sponsor signature. 

After securing the blank, the group 
requesting the date appears before the 
assembly committee and outlines, gen- 
eral, its plan the program. 
approved, tentative date granted and 
time set for preview the program 
during which two members the com- 
mittee, one faculty member and one stu- 
dent, pass judgment and 
tions. Then the committee sets final date 
for the program. 

After the assembly calendar for the 
semester has been prepared, copy 
should filed the school office; 
here, too, should filed, one week prior 
the presentation the assembly pro- 
gram, outline the program 
presented. program may presented 
the student body which not spon- 
sored approved the committee 
some member the faculty. 

time goes and the assembly 
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committee becomes better established 
its work, the committee may make 
set simple rules and regulations 
outline good program. They should 
see that each teacher-sponsor and group, 
intending arrange program, supplied 
with copies this outline. 
insure better programs and more efficient 
presentations. 

improve the assembly, the committee 
may also formulate series desirable 
outcomes and objectives accordance 
with the school’s philosophy. These should 
submitted the faculty for modifica- 
tions, additions, and adoption. 

Since successful program depends upon 
the listener well upon the performer, 
the committee may formulate code 
conduct for assemblies presented 
the faculty and student council for ap- 
proval and adoption. 

Finally, establish standards good 
assembly, some method should devised 
the committee evaluate the assembly. 
This may done utilizing some stand- 
ard evaluative criteria some other 
informal method, such 
sessions, student polls, even suggestion 
boxes. 


Mutual Responsibilities 


According the above plan organi- 
zation the general responsibility for the 
assembly program rests the students. 
This does not mean, however, that the 
principal has nothing with it. The 
principal, the responsible leader the 
school, certain sense, holds respon- 
sibility for everything that goes within 
the school, and hence indirectly respon- 
sible for the assembly. His role one 
co-ordination, stimulation, encourage- 
ment, and provision conditions condu- 
cive success. for definite duties 
sponsible for such administrative duties 
determining the frequency the assembly 
program, the day, the period, the length 
time, the place the assembly, and 
the groups from his 
Teachers and students can notified 
bulletin, public-address system, 
home-room announcement the assembly 
schedule. The principal delegating re- 
sponsibility others should 
his own feeling responsibility. 
large measure, the success the program 
will depend upon his leadership and vision. 
must guiding hand the assembly 
all times. proceeding democratically 
organizing and administering as- 
sembly program this manner, the prin- 
cipal offers excellent opportunities stu- 
dents and teachers for the development 
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initiative, resourcefulness, sense respon- 
sibility, dependability, leadership, and such 
qualities characteristic our democratic 
way living. After all, the modern con- 
cept effective educational administration 
one democratic leadership, not auto- 
cratic control.

DEBATING 


have been very much interested 
the possibility creative discussion 
since Mary Follet published her The 
New State and Creative Experience 
the first quarter the twentieth cen- 
tury. were glad see Slvason 
his Creative Group Education take 
the theme. have stated these 
columns our considered opinion the 
bad educational results debating both 
intellectually and morally. saw these 
their most flagrant and sophisticai 
form when the Oxford University de- 
baters appeared this country. 
might help forming sound edu- 
cational opinion call your attention 
Mr. Slvason’s statement result 
his experience and thought the 
field extra-school and adult educa- 
tion. says: 

“The advantages creative dis- 
cussion over the formal debate are 
apparent require only brief con- 
sideration. creative discussion, all 
members can participate, and, there- 
fore, all are stimulated active think- 
ing, instead only the few members 
composing the teams. The attitude 
discussion one pursuit after truth 
rather than one proving point, for 
the ego drives are greatly heightened 
debate, since the activating motive 
win the contest rather than convince 
the opponents, even express one’s 
own convictions. The wider participation 
the members the discussion 
more socializing, well more 
stimulating, experience than being audi- 
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tors, debate, witnessing battle 
words. the other hand, the very 
nature debate the artifices em- 
ployed becloud the issue and prove 
tellectual integrity, fairness, and ob- 
The attitude the partici- 
pants such that they shut out any 
possibility convincing each other, 
and debater becomes convinced 
the weakness falseness his posi- 
tion, must continue against his own 
convictions. Spontaneous logical 
thinking cannot have such free sway 
cussion, because the arguments are 
usually planned advance and are 
stated fit preconceived scheme 
plan mental attack.

College time 
being devoted remedial courses 
algebra and geometry, and sometimes even 
arithmetic. result these ailments, 
some students learn little and other learn 
things little use. The fifth-grader still 
has learn that there are 320 rods 
mile. Despite the everyday usefulness 
concepts probability, few students 
get far, enough introduced this 
subject. Social science majors find much 
the traditional material irrelevant. Even 
the mathematics major has wait long 
time before gets into modern mathemat- 
ics. Throughout the school years, mathe- 
matics ranks low popularity, but former 
students all levels rank high when 
asked: which subjects you wish you 
had had more work? 

Mathematicians are attempting im- 
prove the situation, but their efforts are 
not enough. The problem broad enough 
make general scientific and educa- 
tional responsibility. Perhaps should 
dramatize the general importance mathe- 
matics and bring pressure the schools 
give better instruction more students. 

Higher college entrance requirements 
mathematics English other sub- 
jects basic good preparation for college 
work will put pressure high schools 
improve their instruction. Pressure from 
above not the only, even the most 
desirable, method improving high-school 
programs. But pressure from colleges 
wholly legitimate method strengthening 
the education the growing fraction 
high-school students who are planning 
enter college. 

Rabi recently suggested more 
ingenious method emphasizing mathe- 
matics. Rabi proposed the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee Atomic Energy 
that winners federal scholarships se- 
lected examination mathematics; 
any high-school graduate who passed with 
satisfactory marks examination over 
4-year program mathematics would 
entitled college scholarship for his 
freshman year, and any freshman who 
passed examination the calculus (or 
higher course the calculus was taken 
high school) would have his fellowship 
renewed. 

The details have not been worked out, 
but the purpose clear: emphasize 
the importance acquiring good mathe- 
matical foundation. Students given these 
scholarships would free choose what- 
ever fields specialization each preferred, 
for the purpose would insure that 
larger number students secured the 
mathematical foundation that would 
valuable whether they chose become 


scientists, economists, engineers, busi- 
nessmen. 

Whether not these suggestions repre- 
sent the best means accomplishing this 
end, time put very special emphasis 
the importance mathematics.

LIBERAL EDUCATION FOR 
PROFESSIONAL PEOPLE 


After recent 3-year study, the Amer- 
ican Society for Engineering Education has 
released report reaffirming the vital role 
studies the humanities and social 
sciences the training professional 
engineers. 

“To meet his growing responsibilities 
and realize his capacities human 
being,” says the report, “the engineer needs 
both professional competence and broad 
understanding himself and the world 
which lives.” 
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you have been appointed moderator 
mathematics club! Perhaps there was 
choice, and you selected the club; 
perhaps you teach small high school 
and you are the one mathematics teacher; 
or, again (more likely than the previous 
possibilities) another teacher was trans- 
ferred, you are new, and you inherited the 
mathematics club. any rate, here 
September, and time for the first meeting. 
What will the club’s activities for the 
year? 

All the students who arrive for the first 
meeting are there because they want 
be; they like mathematics and want 
learn more. difficulty arises small 
high school when the members are drawn 
from four classes and are widely differ- 
ent levels accomplishment. They are all 
interested, for the most part they are all 
competent some have just been 
high school longer than others. This limits 
some extent the problems that can 
attacked, for the freshmen cannot com- 
pete with the seniors. However, there are 
many activities which all can take part. 
The group will probably not too large. 


Have Meetings Frequently 


You elect officers, course, select 
name for the club does not have one 
already, and decide upon time, place, and 
frequency meeting. meetings are held 
each week, much good work can accom- 
plished. meetings are held infrequently, 
once month, students tend lose 
interest. meeting every other week works 
out rather well. good idea the 
first meeting appoint committee 
plan program for the year. The members 
this steering committee, perhaps three, 
meet with you plan future meetings. 
You suggest ideas but you not dominate 
the club. You are not its president, just its 
moderator. The more you do, the less the 
members feel obligated do, and the 
purpose club activity stimulate stu- 
dent participation and initiative, you have 
stifled both the start.

What about club projects? One can have

The Versatile Crayon

Crayons are inexpensive which may 
the top reason for their presence even 
the most underprivileged school. Crayons 
are clean use and leave aftermath 
scouring and cleaning. The problem 
storage simple one for these small 
tools. additional water, 
oil, ink, and their containers are necessary. 
Nothing but paper. 

Yet cannot give the crayon un- 
qualified recommendation. has certain 
disadvantages. small tool cramps the 
fingers and covers large area slowly. The 
child and the adult inclined pro- 
duce stiff, stilted results. The crayon 
usually handled not conducive free 
swinging, singing style. Thoughts travel 
much faster than the crayon can portray 
them. 

Another black mark for the crayon 
that colors are not easily mixed produce 


new colors. Though find colors 
our box, may still want some that are 
not present. This particularly true when 
gradually changing from one color an- 
other the surface the paper. 


Using Crayons Art 


Happily most the accusations brought 
against friend crayon can eliminated 
using them different ways. Children, 
pre-school primary age, use the crayons 
the way that most natural for them, 
like pencil. Since small children use large 
muscles more readily than small ones, 
well let them begin art work with 
tempera paint and large brushes. When 
they begin print with pencils they can 
use crayons for pictures, but such work 
done for only short periods time. 

This pencil-like use crayons con- 
tinued through the grades times but 
new ways are learned. Perhaps the most 
popular marking with the side the 
crayon. Near the end the term, when 
crayons are broken worn down pieces 
good time peel them, lay them 
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paper and rub the color the paper 
that manner. This gives broad smooth 
mark, giving effect furry animals, 
soft heavy foliage trees, woolen dresses, 
coats, mittens children. 

Crayons used this manner produce 
rather light tone. Accents should added 
with the point the crayon. imaginary 
animal bird may drawn quickly 
large paper nearly filling the space and 
will need background. 

The form the object made without 
outline but mass and can any 
color. Then with the crayon, used pencil- 
like, the decorations are put num- 
ber colors. There may stripes around 
the legs and neck, borders, made 
motifs, around the body following the 
length the body. And, course, the 
children will want put big prominent 
eyes and definite claws and tail. There 
limit the things the children will 
think “beautify” the animal. 
outline added the body, for that would 
destroy the furry feathery look. 

Giving the children new technique 
like giving them new tool. They try 
out various ways. opens whole 
vista other techniques. encourages 
rather then curbs originality. 


Various Techniques 

making pictures children with the 
side the crayon the features the face 
are put with the point the crayon.

Children produce different effects be- 
cause they themselves are different. The 
strong confident child may use his crayons 
with vigor, producing bright, shiny effect. 
The timid retiring child may use colors 
lightly and achieve delicate appearance. 
The pupils will learn from each other. The 
strong accents may put into other- 
wise delicate composition make under- 
standable from distance. The heavy 
colors may need delicate background. 


Keying Picture 

method akin the double colors 
that keying composition. John has 
crayon picture made the usual way 
goes over every color, one one, with his 
yellow crayon.

There are many ways using crayons 
with other art mediums. One such the 
rubbed method. The children cut shapes 
from pieces cardboard, tablet backs, 
corrugated board, oak tag. The cut- 
outs may people, animals, flowers, 
other objects. They may familiar shapes 
such stars, diamonds, circles, un- 
usual meandering shapes. These pieces are 
arranged the desk form pictures, 
all-over designs, abstractions. The draw- 
ing paper placed over them and the 
side the crayon rubbed over the sur- 
face. Children are familiar with the trick 
rubbing piece money this way. 

Objects such keys may used but 
not inspire much originality, except 
creative piece work the objects are 
arranged with care and judgment. 


Combining With Water Colors 

Small children have difficulty using trans- 
parent water colors for the first time. 
When they have not learned appreciate 
the effect when colors run together, they 
are distressed and discouraged the 
blended result. They may even decide they 
don’t like water colors and the dislike may 
difficult overcome later. But here the 
lowly crayon comes their aid. The child 
draws outline with crayon, one color 
for the whole composition, different 
colors chosen for the final effect, that is, 
red for the flower, green for the leaves. 
When the outline completed the spaces 
are filled with water colors. this way 
the children not have too many new 
learnings one time. 

Older children, familiar with water colors 
may enjoy the crayon outlines occasionally.

There are many problems which cray- 
ons are combined with other mediums.

With large brush, thin black tempera 
paint put over the entire page. The wax 
crayon resists the paint and only the back- 
ground becomes black. Little dots black 
may appear the colors which adds 
the interest the result. Black water color 
ink may used place the tempera 
but does not give such rich velvety black. 

The paint can dark color such 
purple, dark blue, green but will not 
effective the black. The surprise 
element that intrigues the children the 
fact that the dark and light are reversed. 
The surprise seeing positive become 
negative pleases the pupils and the teacher. 
There purpose covering the draw- 
ing with light paint such yellow, for

Designs for rugs, Indian blankets, night 
scenes, and fireworks are good subjects for 
the above project.

When snow ice cover trees, roofs, 
grasses, and fences everyone conscious 
the beauty the lines growth.

Our lesson today was on: “How Make 
Good Report.”

School Safety Unit

Safety concern the school all 
times. the beginning the school year 
vital importance for several rea- 
sons. First all, after vacation period, 
children are again gathered 
groups. For some, especially primary chil- 
dren, associations with larger group 
entirely new experience. Also careless 
habits may have been acquired during the 
summer months; therefore, the onset 
the school year study safety not 
only fitting but also very practical. Con- 
sequently, the faculty St. Michael’s 
School, Sioux City, Iowa, when planning 
the year’s curriculum, set the 
program taught every grade during 
the month September, National Safety 
Month. 

The content the units was. based 
the material found the New York 
Course Study Safety. planning the 
individual units, each teacher followed the 
themes Safety the Home and Safety 


Children Grades and discuss 
their frieze Safety Helpers the 
Community. 


the Community. the section Safety 
the Home. the primary grades learned 
about the safety habits family should 
practice. The children formulated rules 
followed keeping the home safe. 
These included keeping toys proper 
places, proper care rugs, picking 
things that have fallen, refraining from 
touching electrical switches, wires, and 
plugs, etc. 


Safety habits stressed the middle 
grades included removing such hazards 
grease, broken glass, and water from stair- 
ways, putting away tools, toys, etc., when 
finished with them, keeping matches 
safe container, handling scissors, knives, 
and pins and using electrical ap- 
pliances correctly. 

the upper grades, fire prevention re- 
ceived major emphasis. The items studied 
included removing all fire hazards, destroy- 
ing rubbish, careful use inflammable

materials, correcting defective wiring, pro- 
tecting open and administer- 
ing first aid treatment for injuries received 
fire. 


Safety the Community 

Safety the community included the 
school and the larger community lo- 
cality. each grade the content the 
unit safety the school included cor- 
rect use pencils, scissors, etc., with 
sharp points, helping keep the floors 
and stairways clear anything which 
might cause accident, using the guard 
rail the stairs, orderly fire drills, care- 
ful use playground equipment, playing 
the playground instead the street, 
crossing carefully the street corner. 

the study the larger community 
the primary grades learned play only 
appointed places the school grounds, 
obey the patrol boy when crossing the 
street, observe traffic lights and rules, 
and refrain from running into the street. 

their study community helpers 
grades three and four placed special em- 
phasis those concerned with safety, 
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viz., the policeman, the fireman, patrol 
boy, parents, and teachers. this time 
the importance spiritual help was em- 
phasized when the children studied about 
and prayed their school patron, St. Mi- 
chael, their Guardian Angels, and 
St. Christopher. 

The middle grades concentrated rules 
for the pedestrian and the bicyclist. 

The material studied the upper grades 
centered around the importance and re- 
sponsibilities the patrol boys. Fire pre- 
vention the community was also studied 
this group. 


group boys explain the safety 
devices bicycle. 


Adequate knowledge camping was 
obtained through the study safety 
camping. This included recognition 
poisonous plants and snakes, treatment for 
bee stings, snake bites, skin poisoning from 
certain plants, administering artificial 
respiration, and treatment for shock. 

Because the patrol system dynamic 
force St. Michael’s School, concerted 
efforts were expended enhance the fact 
that the responsibilities the patrol boy 
are very great because the whole student 
body depends his alertness duty. 

The culminating feature this inten- 
sive study safety was all school 
assembly which highlighted certain phases 
studied each curricular level. Because 
the prestige the patrol boys hold St. 
Michael’s School, they were put charge 
conducting the assembly. The Captain 
and First Lieutenant acted chairman 
and cochairman the assembly. The other 
patrols were ushers, and handled equip- 
ment needed. 

the presentation the assembly the 
same organization was followed the 
study the unit, Safety the Home and 
Safety the Community. 


Safety the Home 
The primary grades showed safety 
the home presenting original dram- 
atization entitled “Johnny Put Your Toys 
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Middle and upper grade children ex- 
hibit electrical devices the 
home and the use fire extinguisher. 


Away.” The middle grades had panel 
discussion and demonstration the cor- 
rect use electrical appliances. The upper 
grade children gave reports fire pre- 
vention the home and showed the cor- 
rect use the fire extinguisher. 


Safety Assembly 

The second part the assembly fea- 
tured safety the community. Blocking 
off part the auditorium street, the 
patrols demonstrated safety action 
dismissal the first grade pupils. The 
third and fourth grade pupils explained 
frieze community helpers. using 
bicycle, the middle grade boys pointed out 
the safety devices the vehicle and told 
how wise rider uses them. Some upper 
grade girls gave talks about safety when 
camping. 


Present the assembly were the pastor- 


the school, the city manager, the chief 
police, the captain the safety de- 
partment, and the lieutenant the fire 
department. Other guests included the 
children’s parents and the student teach- 
ers from Briar Cliff College Sioux City. 

The good results accruing from such 
classroom precedure were many. Aside 
from the practical knowledge the children 
acquired, were the values reaped other 
fields. There were many occasions for oral 
reports, for the writing letters invita- 
tion and gratitude. These unified the 
safety and language classes. The art classes 
were sometimes used when making the 
safety helpers’ frieze and illustrating other 
safety features. During the music period 
the children learned safety song. The 
moral aspects safety the home and 
the community were discussed religion 
class. 

Everyone who had anything with 
this school safety unit felt that the bene- 
fits derived from were more than com- 
mensurate with the time and effort de- 
voted this study safety the home 
and the community.

Most Rev. Lawrence Shehan, Bishop 
Bridgeport, Conn., delivered 
standing address commencement exer- 
cises St. John’s University, Jamaica, 
Y., June 10, 1956. 

The central theme the address was the 
need mature Catholic scholarship 
our country today. expect Catholic 
education, said Bishop Shehan, produce 
“the individual whose mental growth has 
kept pace with physical development; and 
who, when the latter complete, goes 
with his education, both formal 
formal, until full intellectual and moral 
maturity has been reached.” 

Bishop Shehan, referring Msgr. 
Ellis’ attributing part the cause for 
present scarcity Catholic scholarship 
the comparative newness many Catholic 
universities, goes further that point 
than the Monsignor does; points out, 
with specific examples, that practically all 
our Catholic colleges and universities 
are new true centers higher learning. 
shows that, until recent years, even the 
oldest our Catholic institutions learn- 
ing lacked the physical equipment com- 
monly accepted necessity the cul- 
tivation scholarship. 

indications recent growth Cath- 
olic scholarship, Bishop Shehan cited 
number genuinely scholarly publications 
being issued our schools which, says 
“exist for the purpose bringing bear 
the Catholic intellectual tradition Augus- 
tine, Anselm, Aquinas, Bonaventure, Vives, 
Vittoria, Bellarmine, and Suarez the 
world which live.” 

mentions also several indications 
that “some the hampering prejudices 
the past, which often blocked avenues 
advance, may breaking up.” Among 
these the genuine appreciation non- 
Catholics the telecasts Bishop Sheen 
and the fact that novel “at once sympa- 
and critical the Irish Catholics 
America, can written today one 
Trish background, (and) reach the head 
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the best selling list and remain there 
week after week. 

“These are,” said the Bishop, “only 
few straws, but they are important because 
they indicate that the current Catholic 
influence moving direction for which 
there was little hope generation two 
ago. spite this, however, Catholics 
still have long way exercising 
influence the intellectual and social 
world proportionate their numbers. If, 
the future, hope wield such 
influence, shall have depend largely 
upon the graduates Catholic institutions. 


The speaker cautioned the graduates that 
scholarship product hard work. 
“From hard work, serious reading, the 
habit reflection, combined with the prac- 
tice writing will come the ultimate mark 
intellectual maturity, the depth 
thought which pierces beneath surface ap- 
pearances the heart reality. From 
these, too, will arise that appreciation for 
the dignity and value the role the 
philosopher, the theologian, 
the historian, the writer, and above all the 
professor.” And stresses moral and re- 
ligious principles: 

“The Catholic graduate, hoped, will 
begin with the inestimable advantage 
possessing sound principles both the in- 
tellectual and moral order. Reason 
knows, being human, fallible agent; 
but, with the proper checks, knows also 
that can reliable instrument. Owing 
circumstances the times, Catholic 
scholars and students large measure may 
have failed achieve distinction; but 
least their possession sound principles 
has saved them, for the most part, from 
the worst follies the day—from the 
futile expectation achieving lasting and 
effective international order without 
framework morality, from the belief 
that compromise can worked out with 
those who are dedicated principles that 
are patently evil; from the worst absurd- 

“an example that maturity mind 
and character which should the mark 
the educated Christian,” Bishop Shehan 
held the graduates for their imitation 
St. Thomas More, outstanding Christian 
scholar and statesman, martyr prin- 
ciple and one whose genuine sanctity 
universally acknowledged, whose reputation 
only enhanced the passage time.

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Thank you, Father, and now Sister Harriet, 
what your opinion, the difference be- 
tween these two generations? 

SISTER Actually, can’t speak 
basic differences between the children 
today and generation ago. However, can 
consider the accidental differences that exist. 
The child today probably healthier 
physically because improved prenatal care, 
nutrition, and immunization. Mentally 
more stimulated because the various avenues 
information that are open him both 
home and school.

Thank you, Sister, and now Mr. Jachec, will 
you take over and with the eye the parent, 
tell how you see this comparison. 

difference. Certainly, can pick any 
record time and find some similarity be- 
tween the activities today’s delinquents and 
yesterday’s children. Today, Russia, the 
same packs young hoodlums roam the 
by-ways just they did during the days 
Catherine. me, seems that fears, joys, 
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dreams, passions, and scheming are all in- 
herent qualities and have been since the origin. 
The stone-age hoodlum used stone; the 
hoodlum the dark ages used knife; the 
hoodlum today uses gun. seems, 
further, that the activities people today 
are publicized greater extent, since the 
media for news has been greatly improved. 

That was well said, Mr. Jachec, and think 
agreed, there are not now, nor have 
there ever been, any basic differences chil- 
dren. Different temperaments sure, but 
these can found any land, any genera- 
tion, but still the same basic things 
make childhood and children. Now the 
second question the evening. Father, what 
your opinion, are the biggest threats 
his moral and spiritual development, that the 
child today faces? 

The increased complexity 
modern living, particularly its social, 
industrial, and economic aspects, has created 
tendency toward nervous tension and sen- 
sitiveness the part many children. This, 
part, has left the child unable adjust 
himself the many threats his moral and 
spiritual development. 

Among these threats find increasing 
amount crime and delinquency; lapse 
moral responsibility; decadence family 
and home life; large increase the number 
broken homes due divorce; increase 
the amount leisure time which increases 
moral hazards, because leisure used un- 
worthily; and the demoralizing influence 
licentious amusements, such the glorification 
crime and immorality found the movies, 
T.V., and printed matter. Today there exists 
unwholesome tendency for the many re- 
sponsibilities, once considered belong en- 
tirely the home, shifted elsewhere, 
especially the school. 

Thank you, Father, and now, Sister Harriet, 
what you think are the biggest hurdles 
facing today’s children? 

Our attitude mind which 
ignores God our daily life is, opinion, 
the biggest threat the moral and spiritual 
development the child. The newspapers, 
movies, radio, and T.V. programs which are 
normally admitted into the very heart the 
home omit anything but the most casual 
reference God man’s relation Him. 
Moral issues are sometimes presented dra- 
matic and vivid portrayal and the child 
unable distinguish the right from the wrong, 
for wrong appears right. 

Friends, neighbors, and often our close rela- 
tives not only ignore God and His will 
their daily associations but are even em- 
barrassed when reference made Him. 
God, who the source and end all 
peace and unity today looked upon the 
divisive factor human relations. are 
careful not embarrass our relatives casual 
callers indulging family prayer devo- 
tion denouncing sin and vice. Our children 
are impressed that religion and morality 
private affair and little consequence daily 
living. 

That certainly puts first things first, Sister, 
thank you! Now, let’s hear from Mr. Jachec 
this. 

Mr. seems that parents actually 
give less time their children today than 
years past due the fact that most wage 
earners work overtime trying keep with 
the “Joneses.” Because everyone wants some 
social living and time himself, the children 
become neglected. Who knows how many 
mothers are relieved when they can get 
their children either school out some- 
place where they not have give them 
their time. the same token, when they 
come home they merely have snap the 
T.V. switch win that same relief. 

This conditions the children’s failure 
understand the good teaching that they get 
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school church against the sometimes 
completely opposite deportment their par- 
ents and other respected elders; coupled with, 
course, T.V. modernisms, magazine rack 
hysteria, and the ever present under-the- 
corner-light-post “real” living experts. seems 
all children burn with desire the good 
and the right thing. opinion, 
grown-ups, failing the above, are 
the greatest threats the development the 
same children sometimes 

Thank you, Mr. Jachec, and believe you 
have put the spotlight too much leisure 
time used without enough supervision and 
shifting responsibilities from their proper place 
the home too many agencies outside 
the home. this process, the child becomes 
confused because the divided authority and 
begins deviate from the right path, which, 
followed, would lead him become happy 
constructive citizen this world and even- 
tually citizen heaven. 

The last question the evening will be: 
What can those who have positions 
responsibility about it? priest, Father 
Weishar, how would you answer this question? 

FATHER WEISHAR: The problem guidance 
has always been and will always funda- 
mental one the development the child. 
The home, the school, and the Church must 
co-operate appraisal the abilities, 
interests, and needs the individual child 
order counsel him concerning his problems, 
aid him formulating plans for realizing 
his capacities and adjustments which will pro- 
mote his well-being school, life, and 
eternity. 

From the standpoint moral and spiritual 
guidance, must direct, assist, and counsel 
the individual child such way that his 
powers intellect and will may strength- 
ened that may acquire the necessary 
knowledge and understanding the principles 
governing right conduct, and living 
accord with that knowledge and understand- 
ing, may put the principles right conduct 
into practice all aspects life.

These molders child’s mind and soul 
must work together toward the formation 
happy child, happy useful adult, and 
true citizen democratic society. parent 
cannot expect the Church and school fill 
the gap has left his child’s education 
his failure parent. the same token, 
school which leaves God, who the source 
all knowledge out it’s instruction, leaves 
gap which neither the home nor the Church 
can fill effectively.

PUBLIC SCHOOL RELATIONS 


Private Schools Praised 


Representative John McCormack, 
Massachusetts, paid tribute, the floor the 
House Representatives, the educative 
work carried private schools the 
United States. Just prior the final vote 
which killed the federal aid education bill, 
Rep. McCormack said, want pay par- 
ticular tribute some people whose generous 
support education our country fre- 
quently overlooked even ignored. refer 
the parents and guardians children at- 
tending private and parochial schools which 
many appreciate and admire.” Rep. 
McCormack estimated that private and paro- 
chial schools are saving the taxpayers “at least 
$1,210,000,000 maintenance operating 
costs year.” This, said, money “which 
should added our tax bills the chil- 
dren private and parochial schools had 
accommodated public schools.” 


State Aid Urged 


State and local financial aid parochial 
and private schools Connecticut was urged 
member the State Board Education. 
Speaking meeting the Connecticut As- 
Independent Schools, Richard 
Smith Southport said that the aid pro- 
posed would “small recompense” the 
private and parochial schools for the “tre- 
mendous economic contribution they are mak- 
ing many our cities and towns.” Mr. 
Smith proposed that public funds spent for: 
medical, nursing, health and physical educa- 
tion services, and some cases remedial 
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reading, psychological testing and guidance 
services, transportation and 
independent schools towns and cities, free 
textbooks standardized subjects, construc- 
tion those parts independent schools 
housing health units supported state funds, 
and payment tuition fees where parochial 
and private schools carry large share the 
burden educating the community’s children. 


SCHOOLS EXEMPT FROM 
TAXATION 


June 1956, the State Supreme Court 
California upheld the constitutionality 
state law passed several years ago which 
exempts from property taxes the private, non- 
profit elementary and high schools the 
state. Before the passage the law, California 


was the only state the Union which levied 
taxes such schools. 

The State Supreme Court decision June 
ruling the Alameda County Superior Court 
which had declared unconstitutional the well 
known Proposition extending tax exemption 
such schools. The majority opinion was 
written Chief Justice Phil Gibson; 
those concurring were Justices Roger Tray- 
nor, Homer Spence, and Marshall Mc- 
Comb. Justice Rey Schauer wrote dis- 
senting opinion which Justices Jesse 
Carter and John Shenk concurred. 

Proposition was passed referendum 
1952. The Legislature previously had passed 
almost unanimously the law exempting these 
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schools from property taxes and Governor 
Earl Warren had signed it. Then opponents 
the law brought about the referendum 
which the voters the state upheld the jus- 
tice the exemption. Almost immediately 
after the election 1952, opponents the law 
challenged its constitutionality and suit was 
brought Alameda County Court 
the California Taxpayers Alliance. This 
Court declared the law unconstitutional. 

The State Supreme Court June 1956, 
reversing the decision the lower court, up- 
holds the constitutionality the law and thus 
places California with all the other states 
the Union granting exemption from 
property tax private, non-profit schools. 
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Most Rev. Joseph Francis Rummel, Arch- 
bishop New Orleans, announced pas- 
toral letter read August that integration 
races the Catholic schools the Arch- 
diocese would postponed till least Sep- 
tember, 1957, and that, when comes, 
will both moderate and gradual. 

The Archbishop’s letter added: Our dec- 
laration against racial segregation outlined 
the pastoral letter published the churches 
February 11, 1956, still holds true 
guide Catholic conduct.” that letter 
Archbishop Rummel said that racial segrega- 
tion “morally wrong and sinful.”
